Claim 2: (Currently Amended) The entertainment system of claim 1, wherein the indicator 
is displayed on a display of the app-ar-atti sfirst hand-held device . 

Claim 3 : (Currently Amended) The entertainment system of claim 2, wherein the display of 
the first hand-held device changes background colors to indicate the availability of the 
interactive function corresponding to the EPG. 
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Claim 4: (Currently Amended) The entertainment in system of claim 2, wherein the display 
of the first hand-held device flashes to indicate the availability of the interactive function in the 
program corresponding to the EPG. 

Claim 5 : (Currently Amended) The entertainment system of claim 1 , wherein the a-ppamfas 
first hand-held device is a personal digital assistant.

Claim 25: (New) The machine readable medium of claim 17, wherein indicating the 
availability of the interactive function is performed in response to the interactive function 
becoming available. 

Claim 26: (New) The machine readable medium of claim 17, wherein whether an indication 
of the availability of the interactive function is provided to the display separate from the plurality 
of hand-held devices is configurable through the first hand-held device. 

Claim 27: (New) The method of claim 9, wherein the information corresponding to 
interactions with an electronic programming guide (EPG) includes user comments. 
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
